We are glad to note that Mr. David F. Schloss’s article on the Labour Prob- 
lem in this month's Fortnightly has attracted the attention it deserves. Mr. 
Schloss is one of the new school of philanthropists who do not allow their hearts 
to run away with their heads, if we may use such an expression. But farther, 
Mr. Schloss is one of the new school of economists who do not base their science 
on rigid abstraction, but who go to facts and the experience of practical men to 
ascertain the true aspects of special problems. All these qualities of Mr. Schlosa 
are displayed in his Fortnightly article and give it rightly the premier position in 
the number. Whether his panacea of profit-sharing will ultimately solve the Labour 
Problem is another question. But that it will form one of the elementa of the 
solution is certain, and Mr. Schloss has again shown hisinsight by giving it pro- 
minence in his discussion of the subject. 


According to a private letter, an extract from which wo printed last week 
kosher meat has been eaten for the first time in the Argentine Republic. This 
ovent in the history of South American Judaism is due to the action of the com 
pany of Russo-Jewish emigrants who have recently settled in the Republic. 
Taking with them their own Shochetim, they insisted on their arrival at Buenos 
Ayres on having their meat killed more Judaico, and would not eat meat killed 
otherwise. It may not be easy to discern a connection between this consistency 
and the excellent civic qualitics which these new settlers will probably display 
in the near future. But tbat there is such a connection is unquestionable. There 
cannot possibly be any doubt whatever that the power of self-restraint, of 
which the incident is. only a symptom, lies at the root of that temperance 
that respect for the law, and that freedom from crimes of violence which 
eminently distinguish the Jewish character. The apparently old-fashioned 
prescriptions of the Mosaic Law and of the Talmud have thus even. in 
these days a prectical significance and value which will suffice to save them from 
falling into desuetude. We are greatly mistaken if the Argentine Government 
and the Argentine people generally will not have abundant cause for self-con 
gratulation on the fidelity of the new settlers to their religious >rdinances.

THE OLD ATONEMENT AND THE NEW, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 

Sir,— It is certainly a great, treat to encounter a critic so courteous, so tactful, 
and so moderate as Mr, Morris Joseph. And feeling this so keenly, I mean to let 
your readers imagine I’ am as thoroughly beaten in my views about the Yom 
Aippurim and ita origin as I very possibly deserve. For I incline to believe that I 
have again committed a literary folly, and spoken out where silence would have been 
more appropriate. Ina general journal it is perhaps a mistake to indulge in so 
controversial a topic as Biblical Criticism. 

In reply to Mr. Joseph's objections I will therefore only say for his personal and 
private benefit that if he will just look at Kuenen’s Hexateuch (F.T. §3n 21 §15n 
i(¢) and n 18) he may come to think that it is scarcely“ far easier and far more 
reasonable to consider the Jubilee as old as the Sabbatical year,” that Smend and 
Cornill's commentaries may satisfy him that there is at least some reason to prefer 
the LXX reading to that of the Hebrew Jertus Receptus in Ezekiel xlv 20, and that a 
reperusal of Kuenen (Hexateuch §15 n 32) and Stade (Geschichte vol IIp. 182) may 
remind him that if these scholarsdo not assign to the Day of Atonement a dat® 
subsequent to Ezra, that is only and solely because they do assign to it a date bu* 
very shortly before him.

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ENGLISH DESCENDANTS OF SAUL WAHL. 


* We are of Royal blood!” proudly exclaims one of the characters in 
Bernstein's charming romance, “ Mendel Gibbor,” referring to her descent 
from Saul Wahl, who is alleged, in a very répandu Jewish legend, to have 
reigned as King of Poland for a day, The late Sir Benjamin Phillips could 
have made the same boast, for he was also of the posterity of Saul Wahl, 
a posterity which is numerously represented in England,. and comprises‘a 
remarkable array of distinguished men. 

‘The story of Saul Wahl is one of the most interesting family traditions 
found among the Ashkenazi Jews. It has been told at considerable length 
in Edelmann’s Syxw pby3 (Lond. 1854), but as that book is only accessible 
to Hebrew scholars, it may not be altogether a work of supererogation to 
give its main outlines in an English dress. Saul wa: himself of illustrious 
descent. His father, Samvel Jadah, was Chief Rabbi of Padua, and his 
grandfather, Meier Katzenellenbogen, was the famous Maharam Padua, one 
of the greatest Rabbinical authorities of his day. His great-grand father, 
in the maternal line, R. Jehuda Menz, was the erudite adversary and excom- 
municator of Elia del Madigo, and was born in 1408. Consequently, even 
without the romantic legend of his short-lived Malchus, the descendants of 
Saul are of quite exceptionally distinguished lineage, and their pedigree is 
traceable, without a break, through nearly 500 years. As a young man Saul 
’ travelled to Poland and settled at Brisk, where he married the daughter of 
Kk. David Drucker. So farthe story is on safe ground. The legendary 
element begins with an adventure of the Polish Prince Radziwill,who. while 
making a tour of Europe and the East, found himself one day at Padua, 
deserted by his retinue and reduced to poverty. His needs were generously 
relieved by the Chief Rabbi, the father of Saul, who recognised in him a 
fellow-student of his son at the local university. On taking his:leave of 
his benefactor the Prince promised him that, on his return to Poland, he 
would seek out Saul and do everything in his power to promote his interests. 
He kept his word, and. under his patronage, Saul rose to be one of the 
wealthiest and most influential Jews in Poland. When the King, Stefan 
Bathory, died, the country became convulsed by the rival pretensions to 
the throne of Sigismund of Sweden and Maximilian of Austria. The 
Electoral Diet met armed to the teeth, and the partisans of the cand:dates, 
occupied strongly intrenched camps in the neighbourhood of Warsaw. The 
outlook was especially threaening on ‘the second day of the Dict. 
and as night was falling, it seemed evident that the passions of 


the nobles would’ not. stand the tension of anther aijournment. 
When the tumult was at its highest Prince Radziwill suddenly 
rose. “* How would it be,” he shouted, * if we were to elect my Jewish 


factor, Saul, for this night, and resume the discussion to-morrow!” The 
bizarre propostl caught the grim humour of the crowd ; and, amid laughter 
and cries_of ‘ Long live King Saul !” the nobles sheathed their swords and 
went home. Dnoring the night and the following day Saul devoted himself 
to a peaceful solution of the electoral difficulty, with the result that the Diet 
agreed on the choice of Sigismund. The new King loaded Saul with honours. 
He gave him the privilege of setting the crown upon his head at the corona- 
tion, conferred upon him the surname of Wahl in. memory of bis election, 
presented him with a gold chain, and granted him a coat of arms charged 
witha lion couchant, and a hand supporting two Tables of the Law. During 
the remainder of his life Saul was enabled to do much for his Polish brethen 
His influence was exerted on their behalf at Court, and his wealth was 
largely employed in building Synagogues and Houses of Learning, and in 
endowing charitable institutions. His sons and grandsons all became famous 
Rabbis, and a Hebrew author of his day says, “ To see Saul Wahl with his 
sons, sons-in-law, and grandsons, 1s to see more Thora, riches and honour, 
than was ever before gathered together in one spot .” 

The legend has never been scientifically or even seriously investigated, 
and it rests on a very insecure basis of tradition. There is nothing in the his- 
torjcal records of Voland to support it, and it is not mentioned by any 
Hebrew writer contemporary with Saul. The only authority for it is a 
Hlebrew MS. in the Bodleian entitled written in by 
Rabbi Pinchas, of Anspach, who heard the story from his grandfather, him- 
celf a great grands m of Saul, It has also been handed down orally through 
many other branches of the family. The story doubtless originated during the 
terrible persecute ns of the Jews by Chmielnick‘. when the ruined and har- 
rassed Polakin would naturally dwell with exaggerated fondness on the 
happier epochs of their history in Lithuanis. In the consoling narratives 
with which they beguiled their sorrows, they “crossfertilised ” the biography 
of Saul Wahl with an earlier legend which relates how, on the death of 
King Popiel, it was resolved by the Diet that the first person who entered 
the town of Kruszwica on a certain morning should be temporarily elected 
king, and how, in this way, the choice fell upon a Jew called Abraham 
Prochovmk. There is, however, much that is histor cally true in the legend. 
Thus the Prince Ktadziwill referred to—who can be none other than Nicholas 
Radziwill, known in history as the “ Black Radziwill”—states in his 
é sdourney to Jerusalem” (1582), that, when he arrived at Ancona, he found 
himself without money, and was compelled to borrow 200 crowns of a Jew 
Of the existence of Saul and of his wealth and influence there is, also, pe 
doubt, He is fr que ntly mentioned in the Lithuanian records, first as an 
tractor for the salt monopoly, uoder Stefan Bathoy, and afterward: as farmer 
of the import duties, the bridge tolls and the flour and spirit taxes. King 
Sigismund appointed him toa high office at Court and he obtained from that 
monarch a decree which gave the Jewirh tribunals complete jurisdiction in al] 
civil disputes in their community.

THE JEWS IN ROUMANIA. 
_FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 
BUCHAREST, 29th Srpr, 1899 

The Jewish New Year Festival, has once again confirmed the belief that , ; 
the Jewish body which in Bucharest forms the business life of this city. Durine 
the two days of the festival, owing to the closing of Jewish warehonses and hens 
the streets were literally deserted. Not a single commercial transaction, no bankiss | 
business, no purchases or sales, were effected on these days, On the Bourse then 
was stagnation,no change whatsoever being made in prices. So much was the 
absence of Jews noticed, that private individuals on going out shopping for domest 
requiremente, returned home as soon as they found that the shops belonging + 
Jews were closed, avd deferred their purchases to another day. It was noticeable 
at the same time that the largest, the wealthiest, and the hasdsomest shops ax 
kept by Jews. 

This fact has given rise to envy on the part of some Christian merchants. which 
has been systematically fed by the public organs subsidised by M. Jon Bratigno¥ 
such as the Voin‘a Vationala, Democratia, and Telegraful Roman. Each of thes 
newspapers published, on our two festival days, alarming and sensational article 
tending to show that the entire commerce of the country is in the hands of Jew, # 
The last named paper promises its readers Bucharest commercial statistics, showing 
the nationality of the warehousemen and shopkeepers, It is easy to predict that 
these statistics will lead up to the conclusion that Roumanian trade is wholly given 
over to foreigners, the Jews betog by Jaw considered as such. Unfortonately the 
three Jewish jourcals published at Bucharest are in the hands of persons whoam 
unable to combat victoriously the insiauations of the anti-Semitic journals, and 
maintain that the Jews in Roumania are of the Mosaic religion, but at the ame 
time of Roumanian nationality, and quite as good patriots as the best Roumaniam 
professing Christianity. Instead of giving themselves the trouble t prow y 
thousands of undeniable and known facts, that the Roumanian Jews make gree

tion, which he so ardently advocated, was realised. During the brief period the 
Roumanian Committee worked in behalf of the Jews in Roumania he served as a 
member ; and he was a Vice-President of the Anglo-Jewish Association. But it is 


principally asa member of the Corporation of the City of London that he will be 
remembered. 


In the early struggle for the removal of Jewish disabilities, he and Mr. Henry Faudel 
took a leading part. It will be remembered that in 1885 a Jew—David Salomons— 
for the first time served the office of Sheriff of the City of London, an office he was 
entitled to hold by the passing in that year of the Bill of Sir J. Campbell, afterwards 
the famous Lord Campbell. In the same year Mr. Salomons was elected by the 
electors of the Ward of Aldgate as Alderman, but the Court of Aldermen annulled 
the election owing to his being unable to make the usual declaration “on the true 
faith of a Christian.” In 1844 Mr. Salomons was again elected-Alderman by the 
Ward of Portsoken, and again the election was declared null and void. In the 
following year, 1845, Lord Lyndhurst, the Lord Chancellor, introduced into the House 
of Lords a measure for removing the disability which prevented Jews from accept. 
ing civil offices, aud the Bill passed through the Legislature without opposition, 
Two years later, on December 6th, 1847, Mr. Salomons was elected Alderman of 


admitted at a Court of Aldermen held on December 27th. 

In the previous year, on December 21st, 1846, Mr. Benjamin S. Phillips was 
elected a member of the Common Council as a representative of the Ward of 
Farringdon Within. He was the first Jew so elected. The requisition to him to 
become a candidate was signed by the most influential men of the Ward, all Christians; 
in fact there we . only four Jewish electors, all told, in the Ward at the time. Ever 
since his election on that memorable occasion, the most cordial and even affectionate 
relations subsisted between the electors and their representative. The election gave 
the liveliest satiafaction, not only in the City and to the Jews in England, but abroad 
a'so. The news was even posted in the Borsen Halle,in Hamburch. Two months 
after his return,at a dinner of the Jews’ Free School, Mr. Phillips psid a warm 
tribute of praise to Mr. David Salomons’ “ unswerving and unflinching advocacy of 
the rignts of the Jews,” to which, combined with the favour of the non-Jewish citizens, 
Mr. Phillips said he principally owed his own election. After being returned at 
every subsequent election, his constituents gave a further mark of their cordial good. 
will and respect by electing him, unopposed, as Alderman of the Ward, on June 
15th 1857; on the evening of which day, at the instance of Lord Palmerston. the 
Jewish Emancipation Bill took a step forward in the:House of Commons, A short time 
previously, Mr. Phillips was asked, on the death of Alderman Kelly, to b:come a 
candidate for the Aldermanic gown, but he declined in favour of the deputy Mr. 
Eagleton, whom he-succeeded. In 1859 Alderman Phillips served the office of 
Sheriff, and on September 29th 1865, he was elected Lord Mayor amid every mani- 
festation and profound satisfaction and approval by the citizens of London, It is 


then Lord Mayor in honour of the Lord Mayor Elect was postponed, at his 
request, until the following Tuesday, owing to Michaelmas Day falling on OY 35y 
“DD. Nor was this the only occasion on which he made a similar demonstration of 
adherence to the faith of his fathers. He postponed the Easter Banquet during his 
Mayoralty from the 2nd to the 9th of April, owing to Easter Monday falling in 
Passover. The usual sermon at St. Lawrence, Old Jewry, previons to the election, 
was preached by Dr, Mortimer of the City of London School. A full report of the 
Sermon was published in the Jewish Chronicle, with the remark that it “ might just 
as well have been delivered in a Synagogue.” Weshould mention, in passing, that 
1865 was peculiarly distinguished in Anglo-Jewish History. There were no less 
than three Jewish Mayors elected ; in addition to Alderman Phillips, Mr, Joseph 
Alexander was chosen Mayor of Bristol, and Mr. 8. M. Emanuel of Southampton, 
Serjeant Simon opened the Assizes at Liverpool as a Commissioner ; and there were 
other distinctions gained by Jews which need not be particularised here. 

The Mayoralty of Alderman Phillips was marked by several memorable inci. 
dents. The King and Queen of the Belgians, who visited England, to be present at 
the marriage of Princess Helena to Princes Christian, were eutertained at a brilliant 
reception at the Mansion House, at which the Prince and: l’rincess of Wales. were 
present. Their Majesties had previously testified their porsonal esteem for the 
Lord Mayor by p3ying him an informal visit at the Mansion House. The Lord Mayor 
was, in return, specially invited to visit Belgium on the occasion of the Tir National. 
The King gave a banquet in his honour and conferred upon him the Orderof Leo- 
pold. The order was formally conferred upon the Lord Mayor by the Belgian 
Minister at a meeting of the Common Council held on October ith. The Jews of 
Brussels took advantage of his State visit to Belgium to present him with an 
address of welcome. The Duke of Edinburgh was admitted to the Freedom of the 
City and entertained at a banquet, and the association of the Lord Mayor with the 
London charities found suitable expression at a banquet (at which the Duke of Cam. 
bridge was present) to the citizens associated with the royal hospitals. : The chief 
event, however, in the cause of charity was the raising of the great Cholera Fund ; 
on the Committee of Management of which the Lord Mayor worked indefatigably 
and he had the satisfaction of raising for the relief of the bereaved families the 
large amount of £70.000. Funds were also raised for the relief of the sufferers by 
the Indisn Mutiny and the great Quebec lire, Perhaps, no Mayor had 80 many calla 
ashe for his services as chairman at charity dinners.. Among the firstat which 
he presided was at a dinner in aid of the Jewish charity, the ILand-ia-Hand Asylum, 
at a dinner of which, held some twelve years previously, the then Lord Mayor had 
predicted that Mr. Phillips would occupy the exalted position he then filled. . He 
likewise presided at the anniversary dinner of the Jews’ Hospital, held at the Ship 
Tavern, Greenwich. On January 10th, the honorary officers and committee of the 
Great Synagogue waited upon his Lordship to present him with an address of ean 
gratulation. Professor Jacob Waley, Warden of the Synagogue, in a felicitous 
apeech presented the address, which recalled with pleasure the many proofs of 
attachment to the Synagogue and of enverest vet its welfare eviness by 
the Lord Mayor as a seatholder and a member of ite Vestry. In reply tho Lord 
Mayor alluded in affecting terms to the goodness of Divine Providence which had 
selected him *‘to act the part of a goodi citizen vot unworthy of that of a good 
leraelite.” He also mentioned that the connection of his family with the Synagogue 
had extended overacentary. The Lord Mayor regularly attended the Sabbath 


Cordwainer’s Ward, his return was cordially endorsed, and he was formally ° 


not without significance at the present moment, that the usual banquet given by the 
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Morning Service at the Great Synagogue. He also attended a Service 
at the Bevis Marks Synagogue, held previously to the journey of Sir Moses 
Montefiore to the Holy Land. 


The Lord Mayor by no means confinei his aid to charity to Jewish 
institutions. On the contrary, he took every possible opportunity to evince 
his thorough catholicity of charitable feeling and effort. When presiding at the 
neual Sons of Clergy Festival (a distinctly Christian gathering) he remarked that 
he was present in the cause of charity “ which knows no creed,” and when he pleaded 
the cause, as Chairman, of the Commercial Travellers’ School he reminded those 
assembled that when a young man he claimed kinship with the profession with 
which the charity was associated. He also presided at a dinner of the Royal 
Theatrical Fund at which Charles Dickensiproposed the Lord Mayor's health. The 
Asylum for Fatherless Children and other charities likewise benefited by his 
mivocacy. It was also due to the initiation of the Lord Mayor that a fund 
was raised for e-ecting a statue to the memory of George Peabody. 


On every occasion, civil, political, religions, and social which demanded attention 
from the Chief Magistrate he was found ever to the fore in presiding at 
meetings of the citizens with discretion, eloquence, and _ ability. In 
his year of office occurred the famous Reform Hyde Park Riot, and he 
presided at a great Reform demonstration held at the Guildhall. Perhaps it 
was in connection with the Schools with which the City is identified that the 
‘Lord Mayor showed the warmest interest during his mayoralty. It was a remarkable 
coincidence that in that year the Jewish pupils of the City of London School gained 
the greatest number of distinctions. The distribution of prizes at the institution, 
held on July 27th, was virtually a “ Jewish” demonstration. In addition to a Jewish 
Lord Mayor presiding, the usual declamation in praise of John Carpenter, the 
founder, was recited by Israel] Davis, captain of the school, who had gained the 
Lionel Rothschild Scholarship. Dr. Abbott the Head Master, observed that 
Israel Davis was the first Jewish boy who had been permitted to offer himself as a 
candidate for an open scholarship at either Oxford or Cambridge, ani he hailed with 
satisfaction his winning a scholarship at Christ's College, Cambridge. Among other 
Jewish pupils who then received prizes were Lawrence M. Simmons (now minister at 
the Reform Synagogue, Manchester), Hermann M. Kisch (a distinguished Indian civil 
servant), Henry E. Beddington, Sidney Simonsen, Lewis Davis, Lionel Alexander 
(the honorary secretary of the Jewish Board of Guardians), Raffael N_ 
Basan, and Joseph Green. The Lord Mayor had also the satisfaction of 
presiding at the opening of the City Middle Class Schools, Cowper Street, 
Finsbury, which, from the first, many Jewish pupils have attended. At 
the inauguration the Lord Mayor drew attention to a point which is 
only now receiving adequate attention, the necessity of teaching modern 
languages to Fnglish boys intended for commercial careers. He said,on that occasion, 
that “ to a smattering of modern languages he mainly owed his present position, for 
in his early life he had spent many a night, first in writing a letter in English, 
something like a letter from a lover to his sweetheart, and then translating it into 
German.” As a matter of fact, the deceased had a fairly good knowledge of French 
and German, and kept up a wide acquaintance with distioguished foreigners. 

The Mayoralty was a brilliant success throughout the entire year. And when 
it had been brought to a close, the utmost appreciation of the Lord Mayor's genial 
manners and unexcelled ability in discharging the duties of his office was ex pressed 
on all sides. Besides the usual civic honoura,a banquet was given to him by the 
members of the Cholera Relief Committee, Mr Gathorne Hardy, the President of 
the Poor Law Board, attended officially to mark his appreciation of the services ren- 
dered by the -Lord Mayor. The Queen conferred upon him a Knight- 
hood. In intimating the fact to him, the Premier, the late Lord Derby 
wrote that “for that honour he was less indebted to the accidental circumstance of 
having rece ved the King of the Belgians at the Mansion House than to the admir- 
able manner in which he had discharged the duties of his high office, and more espe- 
cially for his valuable servicesin the case of the cholera in London and the famine 
in India.” | 

A testimonial was presented to him by his constituents of , Farringdon 
Within Ward, who also some twenty years later subscribed for a bust, which was 
publicly presented to the Corporation and placed in the Guildhall. Last year, 
owing to advancing years be retired from the Court of Aldermen. being succeeded 
by his second son, Alderman George Faudel Phillips, who was unanimously elected, 
An address was presented to the deceased by the Ward which stated : “That the inhabi- 
tante of the Ward of Farringdon Within, in Wardmote assembled, desire to place on 
record an expression of sincere regard and respect for their retired Alderman, Sir 
Benjamin Samuel Phillips, who fer a perio! of 41 years has been connected with the 
Corporation of London, for 31 years of which time he has filled the distinguished 
position of Alderman to this large and important ward, and during that period 
(including as it does; the famous year of a Mayoralty long to be remembered) he 
secured’ for himself the lasting gratitude of all who value earnest zeal, untiring 
work, and the blessed gift of warm-hearted benevolence and charity. In his retire- 
ment from public work he carries with him the kindly greetings of a host of friends 
who wish him many years of health, happiness, and peace. This ward, moreover’ 
rejoices in the fact that the late Alderman was the first Common Councilman who 
in that capacity represented the full privilege of civil and religious liberty,” 

General sympathy was evinced in the Ward at his death, and between the day of the 
death and the funeral shutters were generally displayed at the shops and ware- 
houses throughout the Ward, On Thursday, at a meeting of the Cor porators of the 
Ward, the following appreciative resolution was agreed to: “The members of 
the Court of Common Council representing the Ward of Farringdon Within, 
assembled this day within the vestry of Christ Church, Newgate Street, have, 
received with feelings of sad regret information of the death of their late Alderman, 
Sir Benjamin Samuel Phillips. It is felt that in the early moments of grief con- 
sequent on such a bereavement, the kindest consideration for those who sorrow will 
be shown by the use of few words, and those few are a tender of deep, warm 
sympathy with our respected Alderman and every member of the family of the 
deceased, whose name, and fame, and kindly nature will long endure in connexion 
with the City of London, and this Ward of Farringdon Within more especially.” 

The decessed was for many years a member of the Spectacle Makers Company, 
(of which he was Master) and on the Commission for the Lieutenancy of the City of 
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London, besides serving other civic offices. 

He threw himself with heart and spirit into political 
speaker at Liberal meetings in the City, werein great 
exert himself to secure the successive elections of Baron Lionel de Rothechias 
whom he entertained the utmost regard and on whose committees’ a 
most active members.
